SENATE. 
Sacramento, February 7.—The Senate 
met at 2:30, President pro tempore 
White presiding. The Judiciary Com­ 
mittee favorably reported Assembly bill 
providing for an additional Superior 
Judge in San Bernardino county. Also 
Senate bill providing an additional 
Judge for Fresno county. 
A meraago was reoeived from the 
Governor anaouuciug that he had ap­ 
pointed W. H. Dimond Brigadier of the 
Second, and J. W. Freese Brigadier of 
the Sixth Brigade, N. G. C. Both ap­ 
pointments were confirmed. 
A bill was introduced by Walrath pro­ 
viding for a constitutional amendment 
declaring the waters of every stream to 
belong to the people, and confirming 
prior appropriations of waier for irri­ 
gation. 
THE ASSEMBLY. 
In the Assembly this afternoon a bill 
Íroviding for a tax of one ceut on each 
100 of taxable properly in the State for 
the support of the State University was 
finally passed by a vote of 49 ayes, 14 
noes.A message was received from the Gov­ 
ernor stating that he had approved the 
Assembly bill introduced by Knox pro­ 
viding for two additional judges for the 
for the county of Los Angeles.

This will raise about $2,000,000. and 
will be sufficient to afford $7 for each 
school child in the State.

THE HAWAIIAN TREATY. 


Reprisals Proposed on the “Can- 
nticks” iu Regard to the Fish­ 
eries Question.

San F ra n cisco, February 7.—Au Ex­ 
aminer'» Washington speoial says; The 
Interstate Commission will, it is known, 
be named in a few days. The President 
has already decided whom to appoint, 
aud has addressed letters to those whom 
he has selected, asking their acceptance. 
The names are said—with secmiug ou- 
thority—to be included in the following 
named list: 
Allan G. Thurman, of 
Ohio; William Windom, of Minnesota; 
Thomas M. Cooley, of Michigan; Frftn- 
ois C. Kernan, Jr., of New Yotk; Gen­ 
eral James H. Wilson, of Delaware; 
James Milton Smith, of Georgia; John 
F. Swift, William T. Coleman, of Cali­ 
fornia; Mr. Clark, of Boston. Five 
men will be selected from the above list. 
There is reason to believe that letters 
already havo been sent to five of them, 
and upon their acceptance the nomina­ 
tions will be sent to the Senate. Allan 
G. Thurman will be Cha rmun of tbe 
Commission if hs will accept. Some 
time ago he asked the President 
to appoint his son, 
Allen G. 
Thurman, jr., to the office of commis­ 
sioner in case tbe bill passed. Tho 
President thinks, however, that the 1 11 
gentleman is the man the country has 
most confidence in. Tho only New- 
Yorker who will get a place is a Demo­ 
crat. He ia Francis Kernan, jr., son of 
the ex-United States Senator from New 
York. He is a man of forty years or 
so, and was appointed Railroad Com­ 
missioner of that State by the President 
when he was Governor. Then Kernnn 
waa very yonug, but he made a good 
recard, and his record has made the 
President proud of him. 
He has 
applied for the appointment, and there 
is no d ubt of his acceptance. His pro­ 
fession ia that of engineer. It seem* 
necessary and natural that there should 
be a man from the Pacifio Coast ou the 
commission, but the President finds it 
difficult to make a selection. Those 
who are mentioned are as near a hoppy 
mean as can bo found, and are regarded 
as fair and honest men. 
Swift ia u 
Republican, and be is likely to get tbe 
place only in case Cooley or Windom 
should decline. There ia no certainty 
of either acoepling, as they have not 
been consulted. 
T H E H AW AIIAN T B E A T Y . 
A S tring of H atker P u zzlin g 
P r o p o s it io n s . 
San F ran cisco, February 7.—A Call 
Washington special says; It is under­ 
stood that King Kalokoua does not ap­ 
prove of the amendment adopted by tho 
Senate to the Hawaiian treaty, insisting 
upon the cession to the United States of 
Pearl river harbor os a ooallrg and na­ 
val station. The Hawaiian Government 
does not object to this amendment be­ 
cause it is opposed to the ceding of any 
of its territory to the Unite i States; on 
the contrary, it wonld be very glad to 
make the concession but for the fact 
that there are doubts of its acooptance 
by the House of Reproeentativos. 
A 
simple renewal of the existing treaty for 
a period of seven years would not re­ 
quire any legislation by the House; the 
concurrence of tho Senate wonld be suf­ 
ficient, but it this amendment is agreed 
to It is claimed that egislation would be 
required by the Houee to make the 
treaty operative. 
Without discussing 
the met its of this teobnical proposition, 
it is stated that tho King will not risk 
the possibility of the rt jeclion ot this 
important concession.

•Idered In Congress. 
W a sh in g to n , February 7.—Secretary 
Manning has sent to Perry Belmsot, 
Chairman of the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs, a long and carefully 
prepared reply to tbe request of that 
oommitte for his views with regard to 
tbe House and Senate Retaliation bills, 
and for any suggestions that he may dt* 
sire to make with reference to them. 
After discussing the fishery clauses of 
tbo different treaties with Great Britain, 
the Secretary came to the couclusiou 
that as Canada has suspended hospitali­ 
ty and privileges to American vessels, 
tbe United States should respond by a 
like suspension. The Secretary then 
submitaadraft of a billentiiled: “An 
act to enable the President to defend 
and protect the right# and privilege* of 
veasels of the United States,' 
THE RILL PROVIDES 
That whenever the President shall be 
satisfied that vessola of tho United 
Statoa are by British or Canadian au­ 
thority denied any rights or privileges 
to which they are eniitlfd, he shall in 
his discretion lawfully oloso by procla­ 
mation all ports of the United States 
against all vessels owned by Her Brit- 
snio Majesty, except such as aro in 
distress. Vessels violating this provis­ 
ion shall be seized and forfeited; persons 
violstiug any proclamation made in pur­ 
suance of this act shall be deemed 
quilty of a misdemeanor, and on con- 
viotion thereof shall be fined not ex­ 
ceeding $1000 or imprisonment not ox- 
odeding two years, or both such tine and 
imprisonment. 
The Bill also provides for tbe appoint­ 
ment of a commissioner, whose duty it 
shall be to take testimony relative to 
losses and injuries inflicted since Deo.

SENATE. 
W ashington, February 7.—The Sen­ 
ate has passed without debato the twin 
bills appropriating $21,000,000 for mod­ 
ern ordnance and coast fortifications. 
H00SE. 
Reed, of Maine, acting far Dinglcy, 
introduced a bill to protect cbe fisheries 
of the United Stater. The MU provides 
for the seizure and forfeiture of any ves­ 
* el found taking fi-h withta three ma­ 
rine miles of the coast of tbe United 
States, and further provides that if any 
person on snch vessel is found taking 
fish within the limit noroed he shall be 
ubject to a fine of $60 for each offense, 
und the vessel upon whioh he is em­ 
ployed Bhpll be subject Jo a lien for the 
penalty. The Secretary of Treasury is 
empowered to remit or mitigate the pen­ 
alty, if it is discovered that suoh was 
incurred without wilful violation of tbe 
law.
